C.K. Wrigit Dead 


“Committed Suicide While 
Temporarily Insane 


Chas, K. Wright, an old timer of 
sixteen years, and well known in 
the district, was found dead in ‘his 


rj store, west of the Imperial Bank, 


Thursday morning, with a bullet 
wound in .the head. From the 
position of the body, which was 
stretched out on the floor in a 
corner, with a rolled up tent, under 
his head for a pillow, it was sur- 
mised he had committed siicide, and 
the coroner’s jury returned a_ ver- 
dict to the effect that he came to 
his death from a gun shot wound 
administered by himself while in a 
fit of temporary insanity. 

That he was mentally deranged is 
evident from his actions on Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, when he 
acted in a strange manner, =;being 
under the impression that he was 
financially ruined and that _ stories 
were being circulated derogatory to 
his character. A partly type writ- 
ten letter to this effect was found 
in the typewriter stating he could 
stand the strain no longer. Tuesday 
night he visited: Rov. Mr. Moore and 
complained of being homesick and low 
spirited) and was groping for com- 
fort and light. He was hard of 
hearing and very sensitive, and 
fancied people were talking aboat 
him when such was not, the case. 
He was kind hearted, of an innocent 
and kindly nature, and always ready 
to give a helping hand to the poor 
and needy, and enthusiastic in assist- 
ing the oppressed. 

THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral of deceased took place 
on Sunday afternoon, Dec. 18th, 
under the management of the Sons 
of England Benefit Society, of which 
he was a member. The members of 
the society met at the Oddfellows’ 
Hall at 1 p.m., where, after a few 
suitable remarks by the president, 
the committeemen, Bros. W. Webb, 
R. P. Graham, W. Huskins, W. Hill, 
F. Anquetil and A. Brookes as bear- 
ers, proceeded to H. G. Stone’s un- 
dertaking parlors, where the body of 
the late Brother was laid. ° The cas- 
ket, draped with the Union Jack, 
was placed in the hearse, and_ the 
procession of sixty members -and 
numerous friends formed up, wnder. 
the guidance of Bro. G. Wilton, as 
Marshall. Service at St. Luke’s 
Episcopal church was conducted by 
the rectoe, Rev. C. W. G. Moore. 
The hymn ‘‘ Lead Kindly Light’’ was’ 
sung during the service. After the 
close of the church burial service at 
the grave, the funeral service of 
the Society was read by President 
C. P. Mellor and Chaplain Moore. 
After the singing of the hymn 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee,’’ the 
flag was removed and the Brothers 
filed past the open grave, each 
casting in.a rose upon the casket, 
and the President depositing the de- 
ceased brother’s badge, the  cere- 
mony closed. The members of the 
order reformed and marched back to 
the lodge room. There were a large 
number of friends who turned. out 
at the church and cemetery to show 
their respect to the deceased.

the procedure which the Prime 
Minister of this Province has set for 
us to follow is unprecedented and is 
and 
It seems to me if it should 
ever be put in force, ifthe extreme 
case should ever arise where the 
repudiation of a solemn contract 
should be undertaken on account of 
fraudulent intent that it is the last 
resort. To a layman, and I am 
sure that the people of this coan- 
try will view it from a layman's 
standpoint, of course a legal man, 
naturally his attitude is that of a 
lawyer, he only refers to what the 
law says, but the layman, when the 
question arises in a dispute, his first 
thought is how he can amicably set- 
tle the matter. The members of this 
House are business men and we have 
had our experiences. We have , had 
questions arise where there have 
been differences of opinion, and prob- 
ably our solicitor has advised us 
we had a good case if we go to law, 
but many of us have had the ex- 
perience that after you won you are 
the loser, and possibly your better 
course would have been to _ have 
settled out of court ; and it seems to 
me that is the ruleto apply when 
you come to the question between 
the Government and the Railway Co. 
The Company have sent letters and 
telegrams of a conciliatory. nature ; 
indeed they have expressed their 
willingness to do anything in reason 
to satisfy this legislature, to satisfy 
the Government. They are willing 
to turn the contract over, to turn 
over the bailding of the line to a 
strong and reputable construction 
company, if necessary. They are 
open for negotiation ; they are open 
for peaceful negotiation. But what 
do we find? Do we find the Prime 
Minister has-been reasonable or has 
attempted in any way whatever to 
find a basis upon which they might 
settle the matter from all points, 
and settle it once for all. Do we 
find he has shown a disposition to 
settle the matter as an_ ordinary 
layman would in matters of busi- 
ness? We find that the letters and 
telegrams have been entirely ignored. 

The Railway Co., which has enter- 
ed into a contract with the gov- 
ernment involving an expenditure of 
$7,400,000, that he had entirely ig- 
nored their approaches and solicita- 
tions for the basis of an amicable 
settlement of this awkward question. 

Now it seems to me, in all fair- 
ness, that the party of the second 
part should be considered, and _ if 
possible find a basis of settlement 
which would be reasonably satisfac- 
tory to the Government and to the 


unjust. 


people of this province, for, Mr. 
Speaker, it seems to me_ that 
this Province has had her name in 
question long enough in regard to 


this matter, and it would be highly 
desirable on the part of this gov- 
ernment to find such a_ basis of 
settlement as would commend itself 
to both parties to the contract, to 
the members of this House and to 
the people of this country. Then, Mr 
Speaker, I submit further that after 
an attempt at possible negotiations 
with this company and had failed, 
and we found that there was no 
hope of a satisfactory arrangement 
which would prove fair and just 
to the company and which would 
safeguard the interests of the people 
of this province; if it were found 
that such an arrangement could not 
be made when the Government in 
the next place had recourse to the 
Courts, as well as the Royal Com- 
mission, and they could seek a_ set- 
tlement on the terms and conditions 
laid down and agreed to by both 
parties contracting thereto. Now it 
seems to me that this is the next 
step if possible negotiations could 
not be had, if the attempts had been 
a failure, if it were found that no 
satisfactory basis of solution could 
be had, why then we had the con- 
ditions set forth as in the deed of 
mortgage, and the Courts of law 
are open to this legislature to pro- 
tect the interests of this Province 
as well as to protect the interests 
of the railway company. It seems 
to me that this would be the next

His Masterly Address W hen This 
Question Was Before the House. 


step, but the Government have set 
aside all ordinary means and resort- 
ed to what has been termed an auto- 
cratic attempt to confiscate, repudi- 
ate and to appropriate the funds of 
the ‘company. 

Now the announcement on the part 
of the Government to do this, to 
appropriate the funds of the railway 
company are as far as I can read 
in the bill whichis put before us— 
there is no provision made at all 
for disposition of the assets or lia- 
bilities of the railway company. Now 
I submit to you that there can be no 
settlement ultimately made until 


it is made in its entirety, until the’ 
assets and liabilities are settled as| 


well as the money held in trust by 
the Government for this company. 
I submit further that the liabilities 
which have been undertaken on the 
part of banks and contractors for 
the company on behalf of the com- 
pany have been undertaken on the 
strength of the government’s con- 
tract with this company. The bond 
holders bought the bonds of the 
company on the credit of the Prov- 
ince equally as well as the contract- 
ors who have advanced money or 
labor to this company, and the 
banks which have advanced money 
to the company have also made 
these advances: on the strength of 
the contract which the government 
held with the company and I con- 
tend that this government are 
equally and as honorably bound to 
respect the claims and the liabilities 
of the company in respet to the 
banks and other legitimate contrac- 
tors as they have to respect’ the 
claim of the bond holders of the 
bonds of the railway company. IT 
say that this question cannot be 
settled until it is settled in its en- 
tirety. The only way to settle it 
is to settle it and not to attempt by 
a usurpation of legislative power 
to appropriate that which belongs 
to another. Now then suppose that 
this legislature endorsed the bill 
which has been submitted to us by 
the first minister, what will the 
result be? Will it be settled? 
Well, if we are to believe at all the 
statements of a number of the lead- 
ing papers of this Province as_ well 
as the statements of legal men, we 
cannot think that this authority, 
this autocratic attempt on the part 
of the Government to appropriate 
this money without regard to the 
assets or. liabilities of the company 
is going to finally settle the ques- 
tion. We are told that the company 
are going to assert their rights in 
their terms and conditions of the 
contract with the Government under 
the terms and conditions set forth 
n the mortgage. If they intend 
by one wave of the hand to cast 
it on one side, then, of course, they 
have the legal oower to do so, but 
will not the company resort to the 
course of law and demand _ their 
rights and protect themselves against 
such autocratic action on the’ part 
of the government. I think it is 
quite reasonable to expect, and I 
think we have nothing to look for- 
ward to under the settlement pro- 
posed by the Government but liti- 
gation and that litigation may go 
from court to court ‘until it goes 
across the sea to the Privy Council 
in the Old Country, and it may take 
years before we finally reach a de- 
cision and in the meantimeI ask 
you what is going to become of the 
money which the Government pro- 
posed to appropriate from the 
trust fand and the money held by 
the railway company. What is going 
to become of the money ? The 
banks, I understand, are not disposed 
to hand out this money to the 
Government even on legislative auth- 
ority, because as I understand it 
the banks of this country are under 
Dominion legislature, and no doubt 
they willl be protected by that legis- 
lature, and I believe that we can 
expect an assurance on the part of 
the Dominion Government that the 
whole action of the present govern. 
ment will be ultra vires under that 
act. Now before I go further on that 
point I wish to point out that the 
interest amounts to $370,000 a year. 
When the railway company wish to 
pay the half yearly interest on which 
it was claimed they made default, 
they were not allowed credit for 
the three and a half per cent 
accruing but were demanded the full 
five per cent on the half year’s in- 
terest. Now, what works one way 
will.surely work the other, and if 
this money is held by the banks 
until the final settlement, have the 
banks any more right to allow’ the 
Government the three and a_ half 
per cent accrued interest each half 
year than they had the _ railway 
company, and will not the banks de- 
mand from this government the full 
five per cent on seven and a_ half 
million dollars, amounting to $4970,- 
000 a year, while this litigation is 
going on on the part of the com- 
pany against the government. 

Furthermore, I wish to read you 
a substantiation of my contention 
that the banks will not be justified 
in paying out this money even though 
we pass legislation. By © section 
1 of the British North America Act, 
1867, section 95 of the Bank <Aet 
reads as follows : 

According to the banking regula- 
tion of the Dominion it must have 
the consent of the depositor or claim- 
ant, the one must have the consent 
of the other before the money can be 


transferred, and certainly the rail- 
way company will not give their 
consent to the transfer of the 


money to the Provincial exchequer 
of this province ; that. is sure. So 
that under the Dominion Act, which 
would supercede any Provincial leg- 
islation the banks are bound to 
conform to the Bank Act of the 


Dominion . and will not be justtfied 
in transferring that: account from 
the eredit of the railway company to 
the Provincial ‘exchequer of . titis. 
Province. I think; Mr. Speaker, that 
that point is clear. Furthermore, in 
Chapter 16 of the Statutes of 1909, 
Section 5, is set forth how money 
is to be deposited and how the mon- 
ey of the company is \to be checked 
up. Now, Mr, ‘Speaker, I submit 
that the payment of this money is 
to their company or to their nomi- 
nee, and I think that the Hon. junior 
member for Calgary mentioned this 
point and claborated upon it and it 
is not necessary for me to dwell 
further upon that point, but simply 
to point out that from the stand- 
point of the company the bill, which 
if it became law by the majority of 
this House, is almost sure to land 
us into serious litigation on the part 
of the company, and is sure to com- 
plicate us with the banks under the 
Dominion regulations governing the 
banks, and it is: quite’ improbable 
that the banks will have authority 
under Dominion regulations to pay 
out the money to the Provincial ex- 
chequer of this Province. 

Not being a lawyer, I don’t wish 
to discuss this question from a 
legal standpoint, but I wish to view 
it from a practical view point. 
submit that there are two extremes 
in almost everything, and while we 
are all prepared to admit—I am 
prepared to admit that the Presi- 
dent of the Railway Co., Mr. Clarke, 
was certainly in the extreme from 
his view point when he refused to 
come back to this province before 
the Royal Commission and give evi- 
dence—we admit he went to the one 
extreme, he in a sense showed con- 
tempt for the courts of this coun- 
try, on the other hand I wonder if 
it has dawned upon the Prime Min- 
ister that probably he has gone to 
a greater extreme in disregarding en- 
tirely the solemn obligations under- 
taken by the previous government, 
disregarding entirely. the claims of 
the Railway Co. in regard to their 
assets or liabilities, disregarding en- 
tirely the claims of those who - have 
advanced money on the strength of 
the contract which the Company had 
with this province—I wonder if he 
has not gone to a greater extreme 
in declaring that by the authority 


the money of the company without 
regard to their asscts or liabilities 
or what may become of them. I 
submit that in all cases of two 
extremes there is a happy medium, 
and it seems to me, with all due 
respect to the first minister, there 
is surely, since the Railway Co. has 
expressed itself anxious to make some 
basis of settlement that willl ‘ be 
satisfactory to this House and them- 
selves, surely there may be some pro- 
vision found to make a settlement 
that will not bring continued liti- 
gation and discredit to the Prov- 
ince, and to the fair name of Al- 
berta. It seems to me that in. all 
earnestness we ought to use every 
effort to win the happy medium, to 
find a solution by which this whole 
question can be settled in a way 
that would be reasonably ) satisfac- 
tory' to the government, to the com- 
pany and the country. We are told 
that the company have sent a 
letter to the Government, at least 
their solicitor has, stating that a 
reputable contracting company, Fol- 
ey, Welsh and Stewart, are ready 
and willing to take over the build- 
ing of this line. Now we have 
had considerable information as _ to 
the resources of that north country. 
I confess to you that when _ this 
question came up last session regard- 
ing this railroad I was not con- 
vinced that the north country along 
the route which was decided to be 
taken for the construction of this 
road was probably the most impor- 
tant route, or the first route in 
which a railway should be _ built ; 
and I am not settled in my mind 
as to this question yet, but I sub- 
mit that if the government have 
not sufficient data to warrant them 
going on with the construction of 
this line as surveyed by the engin- 
eers of the A. & G.W. Co., then it 
is their duty to appoint an investi- 
gating committee or ascertain from 
competent engineers what the real 
prospects of that country are for set- 
tlement, what the real prospects are 
for the development of its natural 
resources, and if found as_ flowery 
and as great and as wonderful as the 
hon. member for Peace River and the 
hon. member for his side have said, 
if found as hopeful as would appear 
by the bottles of grain which have 
been grown ip that country, if found 
that there are fifty-five million acres 
of farm lands in that country, J say 
it is the duty of that government to 
open up that cotintry for the set.tle- 
ment of the people who come to 
this province, and:it would &e not 
only a benefit to this part of the 
province, to this city, but it would 
be a valuable asset to the Province 
as a whole; and they should serious- 
ly have considered before diverting 
the money of this compant to other 
purposes than those for which the 
bonds were sold. These matters 
should have all been fully considered 
and investigated before by a wave 
of they hand they should put out 
of business the company without re- 
gard for the consequences. It seems 
to me a serious matter this of di- 
verting the money. The bonds were 
sold for the purpose of opening oat 
the country north of Edmonton and 
building a railroad which would be 
a good proposition. It seems to me 
we ought to bear that in mind’ and 
I will try to put an analogous case. 
Suppose a young man goes to the 
bank and borrows a thousand dol- 
lars. He wants to buy cattle in 
the fall to feed them during the win- 
ter and make a handsome return. I 
believe in some cases people have 
doubled their money in this  busi- 
ness. He goes to the bank and 
borrows one thousand dollars, and 
his father endorses the bill. But 
after the monoy is raised the father 
thinks he would like to build a 
house and he gays to his son, ‘‘ Here 
I am going to take this money and 
build a house. You have lots of

Every city and prominent town in 
Alberta has received its share of 
public buildings and public grants 
except Red Deer, although this con- 
stituency is represented in the Dom- 
inion Parliament by a Liberal mem- 
ber. We believe there should be an 
equal division of all monies spent 
in the west among the different 
towns ; but Red Deer has been sys- 
tematically legislated against by 
the Dominion as well as the Pro- 
vincial Government, and it is high.

other places received grants, but Red 
Deer is persistently ignored.

LIMIT HAIL INSURANCE TO $4 
AN ACRE, AT 25¢. 


Hail insurance to the amount of 
only $4 per acre is provided for in 
the bill whivh passed a second read- 
ing in the legislature Tuesday. The 
bill fixes the premium at 25 cents 
per acre, and limits the extent to 
which a farmer may insure his crops 
to the above figure. Previously the 
premium had been 20 cents per acre 
for insurance at tne rate of $4 
per acre, 80 cents for $6 per ‘acre, 
and 40 cents for insurance to the 
extent of $8 per acre. 

This year the government has met 
with heavy loss upon hail insurance, 
and the increase in the premium and 
fixing by the government of the ex- 
tent to which crops may be insured 
has followed as a natural dorollary.

principles by R, B. Bennett, who 
contended that the government had 
entered upon an experiment in the 
exercise of a function which was 
properly a commercial one.

The rate of 25 cents for insurance 
to the valus of $4 per acre repres- 
ented a premium of 64 per cent—a 
high premium, Mr. Bennett contend 
ed. If serious losses were met with 
next year, the speaker thought the 
province should turn the _ business 
over to companies which should dif- 
ferentiate between the various parts 
of the province in regard to climatic 
conditions and arrive at a_ business 
basis in hail insurance matters.

MR. BRODEUR EXPOSED 


Ottawa, Dec. 10th.—In his 
great speech in the debate on the 
address Mr. Borden made a _ public 
example of Mr. Brodeur, the Min- 
ister of Marine and Fisheries. Not 
for years has a public man received 
such a trouncing. In his speech of 
a day or two before Mr. Brodeur 
had declared that the Nationalists 
circulated in Drummond and -Artha- 
baska a scurrilous castoon repres- 
enting a Britisher picking the pock- 
ets of a French-Canadian farmer, 
whom he had induced to hold on to 
the Union Jack with both hands. 

‘* That very cartoon,’’ said Mr. 
Borden, ‘‘was first published in his 


. accompanied the cartoon in 


(Mr. Brodeur’s) own organ.” 

Mr. Brodeur replied that the car- 
toon was taken from the National- 
iste, the organ of .the Nationalist/ 
party. “I have never seen it pub- 
lished in any other paper,’’ he said. 
Thus he tied himself down to_ the 
lie which Mr. Borden a moment lat- 
er so crushingly exposed. : 

“Then I will tell the minister of 
Marine and Fisheries,’’ said Mr. 
Borden, ‘‘that that-very cartoon, 
substantially in every respect the 
same, was published in ‘Le Canada,’ 
the minister’s own organ, on the 
26th of September, 1904. And in 
the face of that hon. gentleman who 
accuses the Nationalist party -of 
starting a campaign of this kind. 
The Dundonald question was up in 
the country in 1903 and 1904 and 
it was in connection with that mat- 


ter that the cartoon was published |’ 


in ‘Le Canada’ and the words which 
‘ Le 
Canada’ are the very same which 
have been denounced beyond meas- 
ure by the Minister of Marine when 
they were used by the Nationalist 
party in the Province of Quebec. 
Here are the words accompanying 
the original cartoon in ‘Le Canada: 

‘As Dundonald has said to you: 
Hold it with both hands, Baptiste, 
have no fear, I will take good care 
of your coat.’ 

“That is a ‘different thing alto- 
gether,” said Mr. Brodeur lamely, 
‘‘in this campaign the Nationalists 
had been stating all the time that 
we were robhing Baptiste of his 
rae 

Campbell—j‘ So you were.” 

Me Brodeur—‘‘ And that we were 
robbing him for the purpose of sup- 
porting the naval supremacy of 
Great Britain, and that cartoon was 
published to sustain’ that conten- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Borden—"‘ And in 1904 it was 
all very well for the organ of the 
Minister of Marine to publish that 
cartoon and to hold up members of. 
the Conservative party and particu- 
larly the leader of the Conservative 
party as robbing the people of the 
province pf Quebec in the interests 
of England. It was all right then 
because it was working for the bene- 
fit of the Liberal party./ But when 
the Nationalists use the very same 
cartoon they are to be denounced 
by the Minister of Marine and his 
friends as being guilty of conduct 
dangerous and criminal.” 

And then Mr. Borden produced the 
file of ‘Le Canada’ for 1904, opened 
at the date of September 26, and 
stood the file on edge, turned to- 
wards Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Mr. Brod- 
eur, and the other Liberals. There 
they could see the very cartoon. 

‘There,’ said Mr. Borden, ‘‘is the 
Imperialist with his hand on Bap- 
tiste, there is Baptiste with both 
hands on the Union Jack and look- 
ing around with some suspicion at 


the Imperialist ; there is exactly 
the same cartoon as_ that, which 
the Minister of Marine denounces 


when it is used against him, but 
which he is perfectly willing to en- 
dorse when it was used in_ his 
favor. 

‘‘ And further than that, the very 
cartoon which the Minister of Mar- 
ine had in his hand the other night 
showed that it was copied from 
‘Le Canada’, because it declared 
that very fact on its face. The 
Minister of Marine did not happen 
to mention that to the house.

almost six hours in consideration of 
the éstimates. 

Criticism centred mainly . on the 
items in the public works  depart- 
ment‘vote. The item of $200,000 ,or 
the Construction of. roads was: des- 
cribed as totally inadequate by 
every: member who todk part in 
the discussion. 

Members who represented constitu- 
encies other than the larger centres 
of population criticised the items 
relating to public buildings, contend- 
ing that far too large a sum prop- 
ortionately is being spent upon 
“ puildings in the province, as com- 
pared with the expenditure on roads, 
bridges and the reclamation of land. 

The house Thursday considered a 
number of private bills and disposed 
of °; the Edmonton Interurban 
railway bill, which will probably be 
further amended in committee. 


, 

WOULD CUT PREMIER'S $7,500 

E. Michener moved in the legis- 
lature Wednesday that the grant 
of $7,500 provided -in the estimates 
to defray the premier’s expenses at 
the coronation of King George V., 
in June of next year, be reduced to 
$5,000. He thought this figure 
should be more than adequate. 

C.°M. O’Brien, the Socialist, who 
represents the mining constituency of 
Rocky Mountain, brought to the 
attention of the house Wednesday 
afternoon telegraphic correspondence 
between the secretary of the Bellvue 
local’) miners union and Provincial 
Mino’ Inspector Sterling, which in- 
dicate that the inspector refused to 
make an inspection of the mine prior 
to the recent disaster. 

Telegrams passed between Mr. 
Burke, the miners’ official, and Mr. 
Sterling, in which the latter urged 
the ‘inspector to:-visit «the mine; 
which prior to ‘Thanksgiving ‘Day 
was;in a dangerous condition., There 
had» "been a considerable quantity, of 
gas ‘in the mine since*-Thanksgiving 
Day, on which date an _ explosion 
occurred. This explosion did not 
result in loss of life. 

Mr. Sterling did not visit the 
mine, He instructed one of the 
local. .inspectors, . E. _Heathcote, 1 to in- 
spect, ‘and just ‘prior to’ the ' ‘catas- 
trophe, the, latter reported : 

“‘T have examined the mine and find 
the timbering, ventilation and gen- 
eral conditions to be good and did 
not find any gas present.’’ 


GOVERNMENT HOUSE COST 


A half hour’s discussion took place 
on the appropriation of $30,000 for 
the next, government house. Mr. 
Michener moved that the item be 
struck out. The government should 
move slowly in respect to expendi- 
tures on building. The disparity be- 
tween this appropriation and the 
meagre $200, 000; f {roads was dis- 
graceful. by 

The qoverntnint's first’ \consider- 
ation should be the- opening up of 
the country. 

Mr. Bennett .opposed the appropi- 
ation on-principle.. The. lieutenant- 
governor should build his own house. 
A manzwho was paid $9,000 a year 
sholald be.able to, provide a Suitable 
residence for” “himself. 

Mr, Bennett would consistently op: 
pose any expenditures on the part. 
of the province on behalf of any 
lieutenant-governor, 

The premier thought $25,000 should 
cover the cost of ithe lieutenant- 
governor’s residence. The land has 
already been purchased. 

C..M. O’Brien sought to have the 
vote reduced by $10,000, and this sum 
utilized as a relief fund for the 
widows and orphans who suffered as 
the outcome of the mining disaster 
at Bellevue. It was pointed — out 
that this procedure ‘would be out of 
order. 

PROMISES UNFULFILLED. 

Mr. Michener pointed out that the 
government has not fulfilled its 
promise to construct a bridge across 
the Red Deer river at Content. 
The deputy minister has reported 
that the bridge was absolutely neces- 
sary. No explanation of the govern- 
ment’s failure to keep its promise 
was vouchsafed by the premier. 

W. F. Puffer said he had always 
opposed the construction of a 
bridge at this point, where he 
thought it was not required. - ‘If 
yothe government doesn’t intend to 
build. the bridge,’’ said Mr. Mich- 
ener, “let them say so, and I'll 
tell my people.’’ 

Mr. Hoadley has a place in his 
constituency which needed a_ bridge 
worse even than did the district rep- 
resented by his leader. 

Mr. Bennett pointed out that the 
manner. in .which the cost of build- 
ings in’ every case exceeds the origi- 
nal estimate, demands serious ¢on- 
sideration, The buildings construct- 
ed by day labor had in every case 
cost much more than was originally 
estimated, 

In-discussion of the appropriation 
of $92,000 for the lands titles offices 
at Edmonton and Calgary, FE. Mich- 
ener expressed the opinion that the 
establishment ‘of such offices in var- 
jous other centres of the province is 
desirable. | : . 

Expenditure to the people of 
the province wou:d be greatly re- 
duced were land titles © offices 
established in all important centres. 

C. M. O'Brien thought that the 
appropriation of $13,500' for coal 
mines inspection was altogether in- 
adequate. ‘A’ much larger sum must 
be spent if inspection were to be effi-

cient. Premier Sifton stated ‘that 
engaged. 
Two of these: receive'$1,800 a year, 
and the others $2,000 each. 


APPROPRIATIONS ABSURD. 


‘KE. Michener thought the item of 
$30,000 for ditches and, drainage was 
& mere pittance. When it was con- 
sidered thatan. item ‘of'$30,000 was 
set .aside for .a. new government 


‘House; the’ whole thing appeared ab- 


surd. The appropriation for drain- 
age should have been $150,000. The 
road problem: would. be practically 
solved if the drainage problem was 
disposed of. : 
Mr. Sifton said the question was 
one of the most important the gov- 
ment had under consideration. He 
would give it attention and intended 
to adopt a comprehensive scheme of 
land reclamation. The expenditures 
should be charged to capital account. 
George P. Smith pointed out that 
many deviating roads are now being 
made to pass around sloughs, which 
must inevitab‘y be abandoned a ‘few 
years hence. Thousands of  dollary 
were being squandered in this way. 
The policy was an improvident one. 


MORE MONEY FOR ROADS. 


Pressure was brought to bear 
upon the government to pro- 
vide an increased sum for the con- 
struction of roads. Every member 
who spoke upon this item in the es- 
timates urged the need of large ex- 
penditure for this purpose. 

Frank Walker did not think the 
appropriation of $30,000 for road 
construction was a sufficient sum. 
He had anticipated that at least 
$$250,000 would be set aside for this 
purpose. There was no sign of the 
“perfect orgie of roads and bridges,’’ 
which the member for Alexandra had 
anticipated. The expenditure on 
buildings might well have been cur- 
tailed. Mr. Walker asked that a 
supplementary estimate be brought 
down for the purposes of road 
construction. 

Mr. Telford said he would vote for 
the appropriation ‘‘ under protest.” 
He endorsed the views expressed by 
previous speakers. H thought that 
the indemnity of $375,000 from the 
Dominion government should be 
‘diverted: wholly to road construction, 
As‘it is'at the present time seventy- 
fivé per'cent of the expenditures of 
‘the government were now devoted to 
city constituencies, which contained 
only thirty per cent of the -popula- 
tion. “The cities-and‘ towns are 
getting too large a sum of the 
appropriations,” he said. 

Cote was’ gratified by . the 
appropriation of $20,000 for coloni- 
zation roads. He trusted that’ next 
year the amount would be greatly in- 
creased. In the north country road 
building would be expensive, but ii 
the coantry were to'be settled good 
roads were essential, 


AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 


A tax upon unoccupied land, to 
provide a fund for the extermination 
of gophers, was advocated by A. 
Bramley Moore. George Hoadley 
thought concentrated effort was need- 
ed ‘to effectively combat: the evil. 
Mr. Puffer took.a similar stand. The 
trouble’ arose upon unoccupied’ land. 
Hon. Duncan Marshall referred the 
member for Alexandra to the bac- 
teriological department. 

The bacillus of sleeping sickness, 
Dr. Warnock facetiously, suggested, 
might with advantage be inoculated 
with a view to the extermination of 
the pests. . 

George Hoadley thought the grant 
of $1200 to the Horse Breeders’ 
association inadequate. The ex- 
pense of the shows held throughout 
the province by the Alberta Horse 
Breeders’ association was exceeding- 
ly high. Hon. Duncan Marshall 
praised the work which has been 
done by the association. The grant 
had been increased in 1910 from 
$800 to $1200, and as soon as_ the 
government could see their way 
clear to increase the grants, the 
horse breeders’ association should 
have consideration. He thought the 
grant should be devoted to the stal- 
lion show rather than to the shows 
of fancy horses. 

“The horse breeders of Alberta 
have not a word to say in regard 
to your gencrosity in the past,’ ’ said 
Mr. Hoadley, going on to refer to 
the valuable work that the associ- 
ation has accomplished as indicating 
its claim to still further increases. 
Hon. Mr. Mitchell promised to use 
his influence to secure the association 
generous treatment. He spoke as one 
of the largest horse breeders in the 
province. 

Mr. Puffer made a_ plea for the 
Swine Breeders’ association. He 
thought the grant of $400 ought to 
be increased from contingencies. The 
same applied to the Sheep Breeders’ 
association. Mr. Marshall said these 
associations were among the ‘dead- 
est’ in the province. They had done 
little to earn their grants. 

A. Bramley-Moore urged upon the 
government the need for action 
against the railway companies’ in 
respect to prairie fires. He thought 
the crown prosecutor should be in- 
structed to press prosecution against 
the railways where responsibility for 
the starting of fires rested with 
them. 


* SHOULD SUBSIDIZE UNIONS, 
C. M. O’Brien fastened upon the 
item. of $1)000 as a geant to the Unit- 
ed Farmers of Alberta; to point out 
that the government here recognized 
the principle of subsidizing labor 
unions. ‘‘Next. year,’”’ he said, “I 
trust the minister will see his way 
clear to make a grant to the other 
labor unions.”’ 
. Mr. Bramley-Moore suggested face- 
tiously that the bricklayers, plumb- 
ers and every other union should be 
subsidized next year. 


‘That is a matter which comes 


under®’the’ department of ~ public 
worke=not my department,’ said 
Mr.’ Marshall. ;. 

Attorney: General Mitchell "pal! ‘he; 
would like to ‘see a larger sum: than 
the $12,000° which was placed in ‘the 
estimates devoted to the equipment 
and maintenance of the dry farming 
demonstration farm at Medicine Hat, 
It had been said during the bye-elec- 
tion at which Mr. Mitchell was‘elect- 
ed, that a cabinet minister had no 
special advantage in obtaining  ex- 
penditures, in his constituency,. It 
appeared that there might be some 
justification inj that’ statement, 


‘ The sam of $25,000 was‘voted for 4 


each of. the new demonstration farms 
which were to be established through- 
out the province. He thought a con- 
siderably ‘larger sum: might be spent 
on the Medicine Hat farm. 

-Mr. O'Brien ‘thought’ the grant of 
$1,000 for scholarships for students 
attending agricaltural colleges, was 
too small. He spoke on ‘the objects 
of the fund. 

The need for consolidated schools 
was referred to during the discussion 
of the education vote. The minister 
of education (Mr. Mitchell) said that 
the question would engage the /atten- 
tion of the government during the 
coming year, The cost would, he 
thought, be very considerable. 

The Edmonton Interurban Railway 
bill was again considered in com- 
mittee. 

The bill introduced by Premier 
Sifton to meet ‘contingencies arising 
out of-the appropriation by the gov- 
ernment of the funds of the’ A. and 
G. W. Railway Co., passed a_ third 
reading in the house. 

The acts provide for raising money 
on the credit of the.public revenue 
of the province,, and for the investi- 
gation of claims arising out of the 
abandonment by the government of 
the project for a railroad to the 
north.

your own.” The father. would not 
be allowed to do anything of the: 
kind, but that is’; just. what . the 
Government have said in this mat- 
ter. They are diverting the money 
from the purposes: for which the 
bonds were sold... The bonds . were 
sold for the building of a rail- 
road.. The government have said 
they aré going to divert the money 
into the. public treasury ‘of- this 
province. “However, they have not: 
told us what they are going to do 
with it beyond that; but I assume 
the most of it would go to pay of 
the debt of the province and it is 
doubtful whether there would -be 
-| enough money left ‘to see the litiga- 
‘tion of theerailroad through. It 
seems to me there is a serious prin- 
ciple involved’ for either.a govern- 
ment or a-corporation or an indivi- 
dual to divert’ money from, the 
purposes for which it was _ raised 
unless there is. sufficient reason, un- 
less there is an extreme reason why 
it should be done. Unless it were. 
proven that there is no need’ of 
railway construction at all in this 
northern country, unless it can be 
shown that there is absoPately no 
need of railway construction in’ the 
north country, I say they are -not 
justified in diverting the money 
from the purpose for which it was 
raised and turning it into other 
channels. It is breaking faith with 
the bond holders, but most of all it 
is breaking faith with tho people of 
-this country. Nearly two years ago 
the electors of this country  sup- 
ported the then Rutherford Govern- 
Ment on their railway policy, and 1] 
assure you it was a hard job to 
get elected if you were not in ac 
cord with-the Rutherford Govern- 
ment at that time. The electors of 
this,country believed in the policy of 
railroad development and they  re- 
turned to power thirty-eight out. of 
forty-one men to carry ‘out a policy 
of railroad construction and among 
other railway constructions was, a 
railroad to the north of ‘this city. 
And now I submit that the most 
serious point ‘of all in diverting this 
money from that object to the pub- 
lic treasury ig that it is a betrayal 
of the confidence of the electors of 
this country reposed in the then gov- 
ernment and,I say the Government 
are not. warranted, even if the'mem- 
bers of this House support . the bill, 
even if they can railroad it through 
this House—I claim this Government 
has no right to put it into effect be. 
fore they go back for re-election and 
|get-the decision of the electors on 
this change of policy. There are 
great questions involved, principles 
which lie at the very foundations gf 
our |.institutiona, the' very founda- 
tions of justice and of government 
and I say that’ before the Govern- 
ment of this Province can:carry out 
such legislation as they propose by 
this bill they should pause and think 
what the far reaching. consequences 
.will.be in’ the years to come. ] 
cannot conceive of the decision the 
first minister has taken in view 
of the fact that the electors of th,r 
country have elected. their. members 
to eatiry out that railway policy. 
It is reported that the former pre- 
mier of another province was asked 
what will. the people say, and he re- 
| plied “I am the people.’’ Our first 
minister cannot ‘say ‘'I. am_ the 
people.” He may say “I am_ the 
King.” He may say “I am the 
Czar,”’ but he can never say “Tam 
the people” until he goes’ back for 
election ; and I am ‘sure the same 
fate will apply to our first minister 
as befell that minister I mentioned, 
because. the next time he went to 
the people he found that he was 
not the people after all. The 
first minister challenged me the other 
day to go back to my constituency 
and see whether the people would 
endorse my election. I wish to say 
that I accepted his offer and I sub- 
mitted a pronosal to the Red Deer 
constituency. I said that if one hun- 
dred electors of the constituency who 
supported me at the last election 
will show that they want me _ to 
go back for election I will be happy 
to do so. And what was the 
result ? A requisition was circulated 
for signatures and six names were 
signed. I ask the first minister now 
whether he is willing to take the 
matter to the Province and do as 
I did, and to say that if you pre- 
sent a petition bearing one  hun- 
dred nimes from every constituency 
I will go back to the electors. I 
am sure’ he would have petitions of 
more than six names from every con 
stituency in the Province. What 
effect on thefair name of Alberta will 
these high sounding phrases have 
that we see in the public papers of 
the province to-day—such words as 
‘high handed,’’ ‘‘ autocrati,”” ‘‘caar 
like,’’ ‘‘confiscation,’” ‘‘ appropria- 
tion,’ ‘‘ misappropriation.”” These 
words are appearing in large head 
lines through the’ press of the coun- 
try and are going to the country 
across the international boundary 
and to other countries beyond the 
seas. I ask what effect it is going 
to have on the fair: name of this 
Province in which we have found 
our home. I claim it is a serious 
thing to jeopardise the credit—not 
only the credit but the’ honor and 
the name of the Province which is 
the land of our adoption. 

I have also stated what the finan- 
ojal papers have said about this 
bill. The Monetary Times, the lead- 
ing financial journal of this coun- 
try, has: said that it could not con- 
ceive that the first minister would 
find such a solution to this question. 
The bank authorities have stated 
that it is.going-to seriously impair 
the credit of this province, and not 
-| only that but seriously impair the 

credit of every province. I claim 

that such an action on the part of 
the Government which is submitted 
to us in this bill is going to berious- 


ly impair t the. development “of 
great resources of this land, serious- 


ly impair the credit of | this. -prov- 
ince-as well.as every part of .this 
Province... Now, Mr.’ Speaker, I do 
not wish to reiterate what ‘has cal- 
ready. been said on-the, question” of 
the litigation that faces us. .. Mr. 
Speaker, as one of*the papers of this 
city has’ said, the’ Government needs 
the money and I believe they need 
it badly. I.see by the press at least 
that they. need it badly, but I | say 
in all. solemnity, is that any reason 
why the money should be appropriat- 
ad"from the funds:of another? Is it 
any reason why ‘we should misapprop 
riate monies which were secured for 
a specific purpose, why we. should 
misappropriate this money for other 
purposes because the Government of 
this Province had used up the funds. 
The fact that: this.money would be 
distributed throughout the constitu- 
encies in the building of roads and 
bridges may have’acertain effect in 
re-clecting certain members of this 
House, but I claim that is a low 
ground to take. That is no justifi- 
cation for the action on the part of 
the government. And suppose this 
Province does take the money, sup- 
pose they take the whole $7,400,00'} 
we would have the interest amount- 
ing to $370,000 a year for fifty 
years unless the bonds are redeemed, 
and redeemed at a premium, and a 
handsome premium at that. It is a 
serious question to divert the money 
to the public revenue of this Prov- 
ince from the standpoint of the high 
rate of interest. The Province can 
secure money at four per cent. 
That would mean $370,000 a year 
for fifty years to come out of the 
revenue of this Province, which is 
just within $5,000 of all we get from 
the Dominion Government in lieu of 
our land grant. It is simply paid 
out as an interest charged against 
money that has_been put into roads 
and bridges and is non revenue pro- 


ducing. Mr. Speaker, if this bill 
be passed by this legislature and 
carried into effect, what will the 


‘tuture history record of our Psov- 


ince be. I ask you that in all 
seriousness. We are certainly mak- 
ing history these days. Will that 
history redown to our aredit and to 
our honor, will it be such as_ will 
be worthy of our generation. I fear 
it would be rather to our discredit. 
I submit I do not believe I am over- 
drawing the picture. The name of 
Aiberta which has ever been fragrant 
and beautiful to other people of the 
world: and known as ‘‘Sunny Alber- 
ta.”? I'fear we are in danger of los- 
ing the significance of that beautiful 
name of Alberta, Not only for its 
invigorating and helpful climate, not 
only for its fertile'and productive 
soil, but for its generous people, 
its fair minded and honest people, 
and I submit that if we carry out 
the legislation which the firet min- 
ister proposes I fear that our fair 
name will be brought into question. 
There will be a stain upon our name 
which will not be wiped out with 


‘years,-and it seems: to me, Mr. 


Speaker, that at least before the 
first minister of this government, 
and before the Government puts so 


serious a bill into force that they 


should iat least not bring it into 
effect ‘until it is submitted to the 
électors of the province. I believe, 
Mr. Speakér, that it is only fair and 
tight in safeguarding the fair name 
and credit of this province that be- 


fore this bil} becomes law that.it at 


least be submitted to the people of 
this Province for their endorsation. 
Mr. Speaker, it seems to me, as I 
have -said. before, that the most 
reasonable solution of the question 
would have been-by a possible basis 
of settlement between the govern- 
ment and the company. I¥ that fail 
then I say.that the conditions of 
the mortgage points out how the 
Government can enter into negoti- 
ations with the railway company. 
For the purpose of safeguarding the 
credit and honor. of this Province, 
I beg leave, Mr. Speaker, to move 
an amendment to the bill which 
has been submitted to us by the 
Government, that all the words after 
the word ‘ that’ be left out, and the 
following substituted therefor : 
‘“The Alberta and Great Water- 


ways Railway Company as _incor- 
porated by the legislature of 
Alberta in the year 1909 and by 


Chapter 16 of the Statutes of the 
Province for the same year provision 
was ‘made for the guarantee of the 
bonds of the said Railway Company, 
and bonds to the extent of $7,400,- 
000 were in fact guaranteed by the 
Province and issued and sold _ by 
the Railway Company in accordance 
with the terms and provisions of the 
said Statute in that behalf, ~ the 
rights, duties :and obligations of 
Province and the Railway Company 
being set out and defined by a 
certain mortgage deed between the 
said Railway Company and his Maj- 
esty the King, represented therein 
by the then Prime Minister of the 
Province and the Standard Trust 
Company ; a contract made between 
the said Railway Company and his 
Majesty the King, as represented 
therein by the then Executive Gov- 
ernment of the Province, and cer- 
tain Orders in Council and this Leg- 
islature is not warranted in depriv- 
ing the said Railway Company of 
the money realized from the sale 
of the bonds or diverting such mon- 
ey to any purposes other than those 
for which the same was_ borrowed 
and loaned on the ground that such 
Railway Company has made default. 
in performance of all or any of its 
obligations under the said Statutes, 
mortgage, contract and Orders in 
Council, unless and until it has been 
determined by due process of law 
that the said Railway Company has 
made such default and every reason- 
able effort for the peaceful settle- 
ment of the differences between the 
Railway Company and the Province 
has been exhausted.

_ the] THE CAMERA OBSCURA. 


: friend on board, “Got a match?” 


_ From It Was Evolved Our Modern Pho- 
tographic Apparatus. 

The camera was invented by an Ital- 
ian named Baptista Porta, though it 
was not at first used for photograph- 
ing. It was in reality merely a durk 
room, into which the Nght was admit 
ted through a little round hole in one 
side. The rays of light coming from 
objects outside of this room entered it 
through this aperture and made a pic- 
ture on the other side of the room 
glowing in all the beauty and color ‘of 
nature itself, but rather indistinct and 
upside down. ~ 

This dark room was contrived by 
Porta about the middle of the sixteenth 
century. He improved it later .by 
placing a glass lens in the’ aperture 
and outside a mirror which. received 
the rays: of light and reflected them 
through the lens so. that the image 
upon the opposite wall within was 
made much brighter, more distinct 
and in a natural or erect position. This 
was really the first camera obscura. ap 
invention which is enjoyed to the pres- 
ent day. 

Now our modern photographic cam- 
era is merely a small camera obscura 
in its simplest form, carrying a lens at 
one end and a ground glass screen at 
the other. It is, however, often much 
more complicated in its construction. 


ROMANCE OF ARCHITECTURE. 


Origin of the Graceful Corinthian Style 
of Capital. 

In the winter a young girl bad died 
in Corinth. Some time afterward her 
maid gathered together various trin 
kets and playthings which the girl bad 
toved and brought them to the girl's 
grave. ‘There she placed them ip a 
basket near the monument and put u 
large square tile upon the basket to 
prevent the wind from overturniiig it. 
{t happened that under the basket was 
a root of an acanthus plant. When 
spring came the aecanthus sprouted. 
but its shoots were not able to pierce 
the basket, and accordingly they grew 
around it, having the basket in their 
midst. Such of the long leaves as 
‘grew up against the four protruding 
corners of the tile on the top of the 
basket curled round under these cor 
ners and formed pretty volutes. 

Kallimachos, the sculptor, walking 
that way one day, saw this and im- 
mediately conceived the notion that tbe 
form of the basket with the plaque 
ov top of it and surrounded by the 
leaves and stalks of acanthus would 
be a comely heading for columns in 
architecture. He from this iden formed 
the beautiful Corinthian style of capi 
tal. Such, at least, is the story as the 
architect Vitruvius told it 1,900 years 
ago.
